Breeders' Cup 
Representatives 


Dreeders' Cup Limited has an¬ 
nounced the appointment of Susan 
Cocks Small as a regional represen¬ 
tative in Maryland. 

Because it falls in the middle of a 
large and concentrated horse breed¬ 
ing area, Maryland has two Breed¬ 
ers' Cup representatives. The 
southern and western parts of the 
state are represented by Michael D. 
Hughes, who also serves as a con¬ 
tact person in Virginia. The re¬ 
mainder of the state, in addition to 
Delaware and Pennsylvania, has 
been assigned to Small. 

Ms. Small, who was appointed 
to the post in June, is vice-presi¬ 
dent of Fasig-Tipton Maryland and 
general manager of the Fair Hill 
Training Center. Mr. Hughes, 
formerly executive director of the 
Virginia Thoroughbred Associa¬ 
tion, has his own bloodstock agen¬ 
cy and also manages Mark and 



Kitty Hardin's Rockburn Farm in 
Middleburg, Va. 

Duties of the Breeders' Cup rep¬ 
resentatives include keeping tabs 
on possible foal or stallion nomina¬ 
tions and addressing any com¬ 
plaints, problems or questions in¬ 
dividuals might have with the pro¬ 
gram. 

"It's a complicated program and 
people have a lot of questions to 
ask about it," explains Hughes, 
who like Small is paid an hourly fee 
for the time he spends on Breeders' 
Cup matters.

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Banner Summer 
For Art Willson

Xhirty-one year-old Art Willson has worked long 
and hard to become an overnight success in the horse 
business. 

The Howard County native gained instant recogni¬ 
tion when the first horse ever to race for one of his 
partnerships won two stakes this summer and earned 
over $100,000. Yet Willson, who also took home the 
grand championship (in his first attempt) at this year's 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association yearling show, 
already had the elements of an up-and-coming young 
horseman. 

"I've tried a lot of things," comments Art, who 
worked as a bid spotter for the Fasig-Tipton auction¬ 
eering company for eight years before going out on his 
own as a bloodstock agent and owner some three 
years ago. "But now I've pretty much decided that this 
is what I want to do." In former years Willson has been 
(among other pursuits) a steeplechase rider, a show 
rider, and a whipper-in for the Howard County 
Hounds. 

His current good stakes winner is Country Recital, a 
3-year-old Maryland-bred filly by Recitation—Her 
Angel by Son Ange, who has to her credit victories in 
the $30,000 Hilltop Stakes at Pimlico and Laurel's 
$50,000 Pearl Necklace Stakes. One of the first invest¬ 
ments Willson made after becoming a full-time blood¬ 
stock agent. Country Recital was purchased at the 
1983 Keeneland November Breeding Stock sale on 
behalf of a limited partnership for $21,000. 

Willson had intended to re-sell the filly as a yearling. 
But a serious, and disfiguring, injury in the spring of 
her yearling season ruined that possibility. 

"One day in March I was walking out of the bam," 
recalls Willson, "and here comes this filly jogging up 
the hill with a huge flap of skin hanging from her leg. 


We figure she may have spooked at a deer out in the 
pasture, but we never really did find out what hap¬ 
pened. Country Recital had jumped the fence and tom 
the hide down over her left knee. It took almost a full 
year to get her back after that accident—I mean it was 
one heck of a job. 

"She wound up having skin grafting at the New 
Bolton Center, and therapy at a farm near there, and 
we worked on her for months after she got back to the 
farm. I didn't want my partners to get too bad a taste 
on their first venture, so 1 offered to buy them out. 
None of them wanted to go on and race her," con¬ 
tinues Willson. "When the filly had started training 1 
offered my cousin Randolph Wellford (a Richmond, 
Va., attorney) part of her. It was a gambler's chance. 1 
told him the injury was there, but it didn't seem to 
bother her. He wound up buying a one-third interest 
in Country Recital for $9,200. The filly is his first race 
horse." Remaining interest is owned by Art and his 
mother, Sidney Anne. 

Art has a house and his own section of land on his 
parents' 92-acre Point Lookout Farm near Woodbine, 
and his horse operation is based at his parents' farm. 
Both longtime, enthusiastic horsemen. Art's par¬ 
ents—George and Sidney Anne Willson—are delight¬ 
ed with their only child's choice of careers. 

George Willson, 84 years old and now seriously 
disabled by arthritis, is a former professional horse¬ 
man. A rodeo rider in his youth, Mr. Willson was the 
first huntsman Marlborough Hunt ever had. In the 
mid-1940s he spent a brief time as huntsman for How¬ 
ard County before moving to Redlands, where he had 
charge of that pack for a number of years. Mr. Willson 
also made his living buying and selling cattle, pleasure 
horses and hunters, and growing and selling hay. 
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Willson continued 



Art's mother (whose maiden name was Adams) 
grew up on Oak Hill Farm near Jessup (Md.) and was 
not serious about horses until meeting her husband. 
"Then she really got into it," explains Art. 

An avid foxhunter for many years, Sidney Anne 
eventually became involved with breeding and show¬ 
ing hunters, and won many top awards locally in the 
hunter breeder division at MHSA events during the 
mid-1970s. 

"I went all through Pony Club," relates Art. "And 
then for a time when I was between 15 and 20 years 
old, I really got into motorcycle racing. I decided hunt¬ 
ing was too slow. I found I wanted something faster, 
so I got a dirt bike. A neighbor, Frank Riggs of Goshen 
Hunt, helped me get started by inviting me to go with 
his son and ride in some races." 

Art had advanced to novice professional by the time 
he left the moto-cross world in 1974. "'Motorcycle rac-

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ing was becoming excessively expensive," he says. "I 
went cubbing a few hmes in 1974 and Mr. Welsh 
(Howard County MFH Hazel L. Welsh) asked me to 
ride up front with the hounds. I really enjoyed it. 
Because he was trying to build a future staff, and he 
wanted somebody who could hunt and didn't have a 
full-time job, he asked me to be a whip. 

"I wasn't interested in college. I wanted to do out¬ 
door things. And the responsibilities of the farm were 
starting to fall more and more on me, as my father's 
health was declining. So I agreed and whipped for two 
seasons." 

Art's day-to-day involvement with horses has con¬ 
tinued in various forms ever since. When he was about 
21, a neighbor, Fasig-Tipton auctioneer Ralph Retler, 
helped get him started with the sales company, and he 
spent the next eight years traveling to auctions 
throughout the country. At the same hme he began 
riding in steeplechase races. "I mostly rode horses I'd 
trained myself, and from that I got into buying and 
selling less expensive Thoroughbreds," he recounts. 
"Then over the last six or seven years 1 started buying 
and selling race horses as agent for other people. 1 had 
pretty good success with that. Out of about 30 year¬ 
lings and 2-year-olds I selected for people, every horse 
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but two went on to win at least one allowance race, 
and I had a fairly high percentage of stakes horses. 

"But it got more and more complicated trying to buy 
and sell horses out of the sales while 1 was working for 
Fasig-Tipton. At some point it became fairly obvious 
that I'd have to go out on my own." 

Willson currently has five horses of racing age, 
owned by himself and several different partners. He 
also has four yearlings and one-half interest in a wean¬ 
ling. "I didn't buy much last year in the way of wean¬ 
lings," he says. "The market for buying and re-selling 
horses is getting tougher and tougher. But before the 
year is out I hope to purchase four to six more year¬ 
lings." 

One weanling which Art did purchase (at last year's 
Eastern Fall Mixed sale) was the Nomis—Chatapiece 
by Chateaugay colt that was judged grand champion 
at the MHBA yearling show in June. Acquired by 
Willson (in partnership with Edwart Horst of Blue 
Ridge Manor Farm in Hillsboro, Va.) on a bid of only 
$3,200, the colt topped 118 other entries in the show. 

"I love developing young horses," remarks Art. "1 
love going to the sales and looking at hundreds of 
horses and trying to find the good one. That is the 
challenge. At the sales in Kentucky I'm out there from 
7 in the morning until midnight, but that's what 1 love 
doing. I can look at horses all day." 

Appropriately enough, it was at a horse sale that 
Willson met his recent bride, the former Katherine 
Thomas Endres from Lynchburg, Va. 

Katherine, who works as a unit sales manager for 
the Kraft Dairy Group, has had a lifelong involvement 
with hunters and show horses. "On my vacations 
from Kraft 1 used to go to shows and sales," she says. 
"Art and 1 met at the Fasig-Tipton sale in Kentucky, in 
November 1984, when 1 was there helping Hy Fetter." 
Art and Katherine were married in June, at a church 
near Art's family's farm, and held a large reception at 
Point Lookout. 

Both Katherine and Art have been married once 
before, and Katherine has a four and a half-year-old 
son Bryan from her previous marriage. 

"We're working together toward developing the 
farm into a boarding/breaking/training business," 
says Art. "Right now we're pricing an 18-stall training 
bam, and looking into the possibility of some kind of 
training gallop. And 1 intend to keep the small com¬ 
mercial vanning business 1 started over the last several 
years. But our focus is on buying, selling and raising 
Thoroughbreds." □

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Maryland's Buck Hill Sire 
Of Philadelphia's Favorite

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A number of Maryland stallions have current good 
stakes winners. But how many can take credit for a 
genuine celebrity? 

Perhaps Buck Hill, a 15-year-old Buckpasser horse 
who stands (for a $1,500 live foal fee) at Mr. and Mrs. 
E. Allen Murray's Murmur Farm near Aberdeen, is the 
only one with that distinction. 

Buck Hill's claim to fame is his 5-year-old daughter 
Hill Sparrow. A champion in her home state of New 
Jersey, and horse of the year by popular vote at Key¬ 
stone (now Philadelphia Park) race track in 1984, Hill 
Sparrow does more than win races. The big powerful¬ 
ly-built burnished chestnut mare also has a well-pub¬ 
licized talent for drinking soft drinks out of cans. And 
programming her own morning workouts. And gen¬ 
erally hamming things up for her public. 

"The fans just about tear the grandstand (at Phila¬ 
delphia Park) down when she runs," in the words of 
her owner/trainer Ed Richards. "They don't make any 
money betting on her, but she's so dependable they 
love her. She's kind of like their hometown girl." 

Hill Sparrow's consistency is indisputable. In four 
seasons she has made 26 starts and only twice finished 
out of the money. Winner of eight of her last nine 
races, the confirmed sprinter aired under a 124-pound 
impost in her most recent appearance: the $20,000 My 
Juliet Handicap at Philadelphia Park on June 29. 
Throughout her career she has gained a total of 16 
victories (including seven stakes) and earned $275,099. 

Hill Sparrow's achievements, along with her equal¬ 
ly winning personality, have led her to appearances 
on countless local TV programs. Recently just before 
the running of Garden State's $50,000 Budweiser 
Breeders' Cup Handicap on Memorial day (in which 
she trounced odds-on favorite Clocks Secret) Hill 
Sparrow and her owner were the subjects of a lengthy 
special film presentation on the track's infield screen. 

For Audrey and Allen Murray, who own a major 
interest in the syndicated Buck Hill, the story of Hill 
Sparrow goes back a long way, and has been one 
happy episode after another. 

"Our very first encounter with Ed Richards came in 
the form of a collect telephone call," recounts Mrs. 
Murray. "When the operator told me the name I said I 
didn't know any 'Ed Richards.' He broke in and said 'I 
want to book a mare to your stallion Rebellious.' I 
agreed to accept the charges." 

Soon after that telephone conversation some ten 
years ago, Mr. Richards sent a broodmare down to the 
Murrays' farm, and the mare was duly covered by the 
now-deceased Rebellious. But, as luck would have it, 
the Murrays were not at home when Mr. Richards 
returned to pick up his broodmare. "We knew ahead 
of time that we wouldn't be here; we left word with 
our son that it would be all right to let him go without 
paying," says Mrs. Murray. "When we got back we 
found a blank signed check waiting for us—along with 


five dollars in cash for the telephone bill. I can tell you, 
that boosted our faith in mankind!" 

Today Richards and the Murrays are such close 
friends as to be almost family. A tall, cowboyish-look- 
ing man with steady blue eyes and legs severely 
bowed by arthritis in both knees, 68-year-old Ed Rich¬ 
ards belongs to the colorful breed of old-time career 
horsemen. 

He was born and raised in the desert country of 
northeast Nevada ("the last of the big sky country"), 
and has been a trainer since the early 1950s. "My 
father worked in the (lead and silver) mines," says Mr. 
Richards. "But I always liked horses. Growing up, I 
always had a horse or two. Then I went in the Army (a 
four-year stint which included World War II combat 
duty in the south Pacific) and when I got out I got my 
first Thoroughbred mare. I started breeding Thor¬ 
oughbreds and racing their offspring at the little tracks 
near home. 

"When Rockingham Park tried to start a race track in 
Las Vegas—I think it was about 1953—I took 12 head 
of horses there. The place ran only 13 days before 
going broke, and there I was stuck with no money and 
no place to go. So I went to work in the casinos to feed 
my horses. For a long time that was my life. I'd go 
wherever there was racing—from Caliente to Van¬ 
couver, British Columbia—and then when I got broke 
I'd go back to the casinos. I was a dealer in the casinos. 
A pretty good dealer." 

Omaha, Nebraska native Mike Ford, better known 
in this state as the owner of Maryland-bred Kentucky 
Derby winner Kauai King, was responsible for bring¬ 
ing Mr. Richards to the East, in the late 1960s. 

"I'd trained for Mr. Ford out West for some time," 
recalls Mr. Richards. "By about 1968 he had run out of 
horses out there, through general attrition, but he had 
gotten together a stable here and he didn't have a 
trainer he liked. I agreed to come East to help him out, 
and I also brought along two or three horses of my 
own, in case things didn't work out between us. 

"In late 1969 I quit Mr. Ford and went out com¬ 
pletely on my own at Liberty Bell and with brief excep¬ 
tions I've been in this area ever since." Permanently 
stabled at Philadelphia Park, Mr. Richards, a lifelong 
bachelor, lives on a rented 40-acre farm near Medford, 
N.J., where he keeps six broodmares and two stallions 
who stand on a "free to approved mares" basis. 

"I've had a lot of nice useful horses over the years," 
says Mr. Richards, who currently has seven horses at 
the track for himself and for the Murrays. "But noth¬ 
ing to match Hill Sparrow." 

Mr. Richards takes obvious delight in telling how he 
came to breed his stakes winner. "It's a dirty story," he 
remarks, "but you might as well hear it all. 

"The man who owned the farm next to where I live 
gave me her dam. Fox Sparrow. She was a neurotic.

flighty old mare—a lot of that had to do with this 
man's farm help—and he couldn't sell her or give her 
away. I told the man I didn't want his goddamned 
mare, and he kept telling me he was going to give her 
to me anyway. Finally his farm was sold and he had to 
get out and one day I came home and found her in the 
paddock with my mares. 

"I kept her until the breeding season, and then I 
called him up. Either breed this mare or send her to 
New Holland (to the killers), I told him. He said: i told 
you, I gave her to you.' It seemed a pity to have her 
standing around empty, so I shipped her down to 
Buck Hill. Of course I still didn't have any papers. 

"Next spring she had a filly who died after six weeks 
of a telescoped intestine. Then the next year she had 
Hill Sparrow." Richards did not have an easy time 
getting his erstwhile friend to turn over the foal papers 
on Fox Sparrow following Hill Sparrow's birth in 1981. 
But he says he eventually acquired official ownership 
of both the mare and the filly without paying any 
money. 

Fox Sparrow, whose disposition has greatly im¬ 
proved according to Richards, has gone on to be a 


Hill Sparrow, whose fondness for Pepsi from the can is well 
known to her fans, is the culmination of 35 years with horses 
for Ed Richards, her 68-year-old Nevada-bom owner/trainer. 

"breeder's nightmare" in other ways. Since producing 
Hill Sparrow she has had only two live foals: a yearling 
filly by Buck Hill named Roll Yo Eyes, and a weanling 
filly, also by Buck Hill. In 1982, she had twins who 
died. Barren for 1983, she aborted for the 1984 season. 
However, Fox Sparrow is currently back in foal to 
Buck Hill. Before being owned by Richards the mare 
had three foals, all colts, the best of whom was Red 
Reynard, a winner of about $19,000. 

The sire of Hill Sparrow "stands out in Maryland" 
among stallions in his price range, believes Mr. Rich¬ 
ards. "He's grand looking and he ran all right and he 
has a beautiful disposition. I've had a bunch of his 
foals and they've all won races." Richards points out 
that neither Buck Hill nor Fox Sparrow is a descendant 
of the ’^Nasrullah line. "Fox Sparrow (by Royal Levee 
out of the Due de Fer mare Iron Vixen) and Buck Hill 
(by Buckpasser out of Wise Nurse by Hill Prince) are 
both totally devoid of that ^Nasrullah breeding, which 
I think has turned out to be a good nick." 
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Hill Sparrow's ability has never been in question. 
She led all the way to a two-length victory in her first 
and only start as a 2-year-old, and went on the follow¬ 
ing year to a brilliant 3-year-old campaign in spite of a 
setback from a cracked ankle sustained early in 1984. 
The two times she has been beaten badly have both 
occurred in the mud. Hill Sparrow bled after winning 
one of the few distance starts of her career, the mile 
and one-sixteenth Weber City Miss Handicap at Phila¬ 
delphia Park last October, and now races on Lasix. "I 
damn near died when she did that," comments Mr. 
Richards. "I don't want to take the chance of it hap¬ 
pening again." 

The fact that she races on medication precludes her 
going to New York, and there were no more sprints 
scheduled at the Philadelphia Park meeting, so Hill 
Sparrow was out of action for much of the summer. 
Richards' ultimate goal this fall is the Maryland Million 
sprint for older fillies and mares on October 18. 

"As long as she stays sound I'll keep running her," 
he comments. "But as soon as she starts to show signs 
of wear and tear I'll stop. I haven't even thought about 
who I'll breed her to, although I've been getting letters 
from stud farms for a few years now." 

By Buck Hill out of the Royal Levee mare Fox Sparrow, Hill 
Sparrow has won 16 of 26 starts, seven of them stakes, earned 
$275,099 and been out of the money only twice in four seasons. 


Hill Sparrow acquired her fondness for Pepsi-Cola 
early in life, from one of her stable grooms, and in¬ 
dulges in the drink not just for show. She has soft 
drinks frequently, except for times when she is about 
to race and the caffeine prohibits it. "I was up there 
visiting once and she started making these weird 
noises," says Audrey Murray. "The groom turned to 
her and said: 'You stop crying right now. You know 
you're not allowed to have Pepsi before you run.' 
Then Ed scolded another groom for drinking in front 
of her." 

However, her training routine is all self-discipline, 
according to Richards: "When you take her out on the 
track she crow hops from the quarter pole to the three- 
quarter pole. I've seen horses that could walk faster 
than she does this. Ka-plop, ka-plop, ka-plop, she 
never breaks stride. Then she turns down the back¬ 
side, puts her head down and starts motoring. The 
rider is waterskiing after that. But she never kills her¬ 
self when she trains. 

"People have come to me and said they want to buy 
her, and then they see her train and they say she's 
sore. That's just the way she does things. You could 
beat her with a club and she wouldn't do it any differ¬ 
ent. I just more or less let her have her own way." 

It's in the afternoons that Hill Sparrow is "calm and 
cool as a cucumber" and "all business in her races." A 
celebrity who gives her all. □ 
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Keelty's First Mare 
Proves Lucky Choice

‘'Your My Choice, with two foals, has earned a niche as one of the 
most respected producers in the history of Canadian breeding," Leon 
Rasmussen, "Bloodlines" column. Daily Racing Form, July 24. 


She is a ruggedly-built mare: powerful quarters, 
lots of bone, wide-set eyes. "When we brought her up 
from Kentucky," says bloodstock agent Don Litz, 
"one of the first people to look at her said: 'Well, if she 
doesn't make it as a broodmare you can always use her 
to pull a plow.' " 

Yet right now there is hardly a more fashionable 
producer in all of Maryland. 

Your My Choice (a foal of 1976 by Barachois—Ladies 
Aid by Tom Fool)—purchased for $60,000 at the 1984 
Fasig-Tipton Kentucky Fall Mixed sale by Litz on be¬ 
half of Joseph Keelty of Baltimore (Md.)—has been the 
dam of leading 3-year-olds in Canada for two years in 
a row. 

"Amazing as it seems now," comments Litz. 'Two 
years ago I was actually concerned that I might have 
paid too much for her." Your My Choice's first foal. 
Imperial Choice, had only recently broken his maiden 
when Keelty acquired ownership of the mare. 

Imperial Choice (by Gregorian) went on to be horse 
of the year in Canada last year, as well as Canada's 
champion 3-year-old colt and champion grass horse. 

And, as if that weren't spectacular enough. Your My 
Choice's second foal. Golden Choice (by Val de 
I'Ome) gained his maiden victory this summer in 
Canada's most prestigious 3-year-old event, the 
Grade 1 Queen's Plate at Woodbine, then came back to 
win the Prince of Wales Stakes-Gl. 

Your My Choice is the first broodmare ever owned 
by Joseph Keelty, 64-year-old president of the family- 
owned residential building and land development 


firm which bears his father's name. "Don (Litz)'s fam¬ 
ily and I have been close friends for many years," 
explains Mr. Keelty. "Whenever we got together so¬ 
cially, the topic of horses would come up. A couple of 
years ago Don mentioned that he was going to Ken¬ 
tucky, and asked if I would like him to try and find me 
something. I said that would be fine." 

Litz recalls his selection of the mare in glowing de¬ 
tail: "What first caught my eye was this mare's head," 
he comments. "She's not a feminine, pretty kind of 
mare, but she has a look about her that struck me as 
very intelligent. She has enlarged ankles from racing 
(her record is 34 starts in three seasons, with six wins 
and earnings of $57,542) and I've always liked brood¬ 
mares that were compehtive on the race track. I kept 
coming back to look at her before the sale, and I had 
them bring her out a couple of times." 

Your My Choice, in foal to Native Charger at the 
time, was consigned to the sale by B.K.Y. Stables. One 
of the strongest points in her favor was the fact that her 
half-brother. Native Aid (by Native Charger) was a 
winner of major stakes in Canada. (Native Aid was 
runner-up in the 1974 Queen's Plate.) 

"I evaluated the mare's worth at about $30-35,000," 
says Litz. "But I went all the way up to $55,000 in 
bidding at the sale. And she wound up being an RNA 
at $60,000. The following day I was back at the bams, 
looking at other mares for other people, when a man 
came up to me, said he was representing Mr. Yousif 
(of B.K.Y. Stables) and asked if I weren't the underbid¬ 
der on Your My Choice. He wanted to know if I was 
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still interested, and said the price was $60,000. We 
haggled back and forth and I tried to get him to let her 
go for $55,000. 

"Some guardian angel must have been watching 
over me, because 1 could have walked away from the 
deal at any time. 1 didn't buy her right then. The next 
day I had a flight out of Kentucky, and I made it all the 
way to the airport. John Childs (from Maryland) was 
with me at the airport and 1 started talking to him 
about it. 1 said this is really killing me; I like the mare a 
lot, but I don't want to pay the extra $5,000. Finally, I 
call Mr. Yousif's man from the airport, and ask if the 
mare is sHll on the grounds. 

"She has gone back to the farm, and her weanling 
foal is also on the farm, so 1 make arrangements to go 
there. Mr. Yousif sends a limousine to pick me up and 
we make a split-second dash from the airport. I look at 
the foal, and Tm impressed. I agree to give the $60,000. 
We use Fasig-Tipton for the billing, and the rest is 
history," says Litz.

Purchased by Joseph Keelty in 1984, the Barachois mare 
Your My Choice, shown with her Caveat colt, appreciated 
greatly in value when two of her sons. Imperial Choice and 
Golden Choice, distinguished themselves racing in Canada. 

Following the success of her first two foals, Mr. 
Keelty obviously has the opportunity to re-sell the 
mare at a substantial profit, but Your My Choice is 
currently not for sale at any price. ''Mr. Keelty's goal is 
to breed stakes horses and race them in classics races 
himself," explains Litz. Mr. Keelty has a Native 
Charger yearling filly and a weanling colt by Caveat 
from Your My Choice. The mare was returned late in 
the season to Graustark, and an ultrasound procedure 
performed recently indicates that she is in foal. "We 
wanted to try for the same nick as Imperial Choice," 
explains Litz. Gregorian, sire of Imperial Choice, is by 
Graustark. 

As well as Your My Choice, Mr. Keelty (whose luvii 
dc course is Dumbarton Farm) has purchased several 
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Your My Choice continued 

other horses over the past two years. He has three 
3-year-oIds: Grace o' the Isles, a Rambunctious filly 
who is back on the farm recuperating from arthroscop¬ 
ic surgery after winning four out of six starts including 
a minor stakes at Charles Town in June; Euphoric 
Kathy (by Run the Gantlet), a current earner of over 
$15,000; and Dances Beauty, an unraced daughter of 
French Colonial. Other horses in training belonging to 
Mr. Keelty are an unraced 2-year-old colt by Valid 
Appeal named Final Appeal, and the 4-year-old Look 
Out Tower (North Tower). 

In addition, Mr. Keelty has one other broodmare, 
Zulu Maiden (Tom Rolfe—Zulu Dancer), purchased in 
foal to Mr. Leader at the 1985 Keeneland Fall sale. 
From Zulu Maiden, Mr. Keelty now has a Mr. Leader 
weanling filly. 

Mr. Keelty, a lifelong bachelor who is active in many 
civic projects, lives in the Roland Park area of Balti¬ 
more city. His horses are kept at Don Litz's farm in 
Butler, and with Mari Eppler at Dan Brewster's Glyn- 
don establishment. He named his horse-owning op¬ 
eration after the farm which his father, James Keelty 
Sr., developed into the Baltimore County community 
of Rodgers Forge back in the 1920s. 

Joseph Keelty, president of a Baltimore building firm, 
has been assembling a small racing and breeding 
operation with the advice of bloodstock agent Don Litz. 


"I've been having a lot of fun with my horses," he 
comments. "It's really something the way this whole 
thing has evolved. Racing is the most exciting aspect of 
the business as far as I'm concerned, and I'm really 
looking forward to racing Your My Choice's off¬ 
spring." □

Rock Talk dies 

Rock Talk, sire of 1983 Eclipse 
award winner Heartlight No. One 
and 18 other stakes winners, died 
July 26 of a cerebral hemorrhage. 
The 22-year-old stallion, who 
stood at Merryland Farm in Hydes 
(Md.) for a $7,500 live foal fee, was 
ranked as Maryland's fourth lead¬ 
ing lifetime sire at the time of his 
death. 

Officially registered as dark bay 
or brown. Rock Talk was a nearly 
black son of ’^Rasper 11 and the 
Polynesian mare Free Flowing. 
Bred in Maryland by Mrs. Joseph 
Walker Jr., he raced for the late 
Mrs. Milton Erlanger's Woodside 
Stud. Never truly outstanding as a 
race horse, he won his first stakes 
race in his 4-year-old season. He 
retired with earnings of $132,887 
and victories in the Jennings, Con- 
stellation. City of Baltimore and 
Vincentive Handicaps. 

Rock Talk was retired to stud in 
1970, and stood his three initial 


seasons at Ballinderry Farm in 
Chesapeake City. In 1973 he was 
moved to Helmore Farm where he 
remained through 1976. In 1977 he 
was transferred to Merryland, 
where he spent the remainder of 
his career. 

Although his reputation was 
gradually enhanced by a number of 
solid added-money achievers 
throughout the 1970s, it was not 
until the emergence of Heartlight 
No. One that Rock Talk clearly es¬ 
tablished himself as a major Mary¬ 
land stallion. He was 19 years old at 
the time his daughter gained dis¬ 
tinction as the nation's leading 3- 
year-old filly, and as a result of her 
success his stud fee recorded a 33 
percent hike between the 1983 and 
1984 seasons. 

Rock Talk has been represented 
by three earners of over $300,000: 
Heartlight No. One (Ruffian H-Gl, 
Hollywood Oaks-Gl, Del Mar 
Oaks-G2, etc., $322,888); Rock 
Softly (Escondido H, Irvine H, etc., 
$346,925) and Talc (Chesapeake H- 
G3, Kent S-G3, E. Taylor Chew- 
ning H, etc., $309,861). 

Rock Talk's 5-year-old son On- 
yxly (a graded stakes winner of 
nearly $300,000) was voted Mary¬ 
land's best turf horse and best old¬ 
er male campaigner in 1985. Other 
graded stakes winners sired by 
Rock Talk are Kudara and Matthew 
T. Parker. 

The gallant old horse was buried 
at Merryland "on a lovely part of 


the farm, near the woods, where 
the deer come around," says Mer¬ 
ryland Farm manager Betty Shea 
Miller. 

Winklers buy farm 

A 46-acre portion of the former 
Bonita Farm in Bel Air has gone to 
new owners who have renamed 
the farm Hemlock Hill. 

Joseph L. Winkler, a heavy 
equipment construction contrac¬ 
tor, and his wife Dorothy, who 
previously made their home in 
Bradshaw (Md.), purchased the 
property, which includes the Cres- 
well Road acreage, bams and origi¬ 
nal farmhouse, from Bill and Mary 
Boniface. 

The Winklers have owned race 
horses for about 20 years. They 
currently have three horses in 
training and one broodmare. Mr. 
Winkler plans to board outside 
horses and train his own racing 
stock at Hemlock Hill. 

Silver Badge regains health 

Due to a paddock injury which 
occurred last Febmary, Silver 
Badge was able to cover only eight 
of the 47 mares booked to him for 
the 1986 season. However, the 15- 
year-old stallion has recovered 
completely, and is expected to re¬ 
turn to full stud duty in 1987, re¬ 
ports Kaye Gibellino of Zannetta 
Farm. 

Silver Badge, by the Round Ta¬ 
ble horse Poker out of Silver True 
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by Hail to Reason, has had a full 
book every year since entering stud 
in 1978. He stands at Zannetta for a 
$3,500 live foal fee, and is the sire of 
five stakes winners, including 
Silano, winner of the recent Play¬ 
pen Stakes at Laurel. 

Maryland-breds at Keeneland 

A Maryland-bred colt consigned 
by Windfields Farm was the $3.6- 
million sales topper at this year's 
Keeneland selected yearling auc¬ 
tion, which showed a 24 percent 
decrease in average price com¬ 
pared to the 1985 figure. 

By Northern Dancer out of South 
Ocean by New Providence, the 
yearling (who is eligible to compete 
in future Maryland Million races) is 
a full brother to champions North- 
emette and Storm Bird and was 
purchased in the name of Sheikh 
Mohammed bin Rashid al Mak- 
toum's Darley Stud Management. 
Ernie Samuels, owner of Sam-Son 
Farm in Canada, was the reported 
underbidder.

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New stabling at Pimlico 

Groundbreaking took place last 
month for phase one of construc¬ 
tion of a new $4-million stable area 
at Pimlico. 

The project now under way con¬ 
sists of seven bams for race horses, 
one pony bam and a dormitory. 
Each regular bam is designed with 
46 stalls, while the pony bam will 
house 28 animals. The dormitory 
will be a coed two-story stmcture 
with two restrooms and showers 
on each floor. 

Pimlico's new stable area will be 
in close proximity to the existing 
ten concrete bams that mn along 
the backstretch adjacent to Preak- 
ness Way. The new bams will be 
located in the area that was once 
Pimlico Road, but is now used for 
parking. 

Constmction of phase one is ex¬ 
pected to take approximately one 
year. Upon its completion the track 
will embark upon phase two, 
which will consist of five additional 
bams and an administration build¬ 
ing. 

"Our ultimate goal is to raze the 
17 bams which are behind the 
grandstand and use that area for 


parking and any architectural 
changes which might be necessary 
at Pimlico in the future," explained 
Richard Davison, secretary of the 
Maryland Jockey Club, which op¬ 
erates the 116-year-old track. 

The fate of the Preakness bam or 
Bam E, which is located in the area 
behind the grandstand, has not 
been set, according to Pimlico 
spokesman Chick Lang Jr. "Obvi¬ 
ously, there is a great deal of his¬ 
tory attached to that particular 
bam," connmented Lang. "Three 
Triple Crown winners (Affirmed, 
Seattle Slew and Secretariat) have 
been stabled there, as well as a lot 
of other great horses. We're look¬ 
ing into ways to dismantle part of 
that bam and move it to another 
location—reconstmcting it either 
here or possibly at some farm in 
Maryland. But any type of work on 
the Preakness bam is several years 
in the future." 


Saratoga Maryland-breds 

A bay colt by Lord Gaylord— 
Small Raja by Raja Baba led the 
Maryland contingent at this year's 
Saratoga yearling sales. Purchased 


by White Birch Farm, Inc., on a

USF&G Timber Awards 
To Our Climber, Quisitor 


In a season of Maryland timber 
racing where no one horse was 
clearly outstanding and one race, 
the Foxcatcher at Fair Hill, was can¬ 
celed because of the hard ground 
and subsequent deluge of scratch¬ 
es, the USF&G Timber Awards 
acknowledged perseverance as 
well as superiority. 

No one was more surprised than 
rider John B. Hannum Jr. when 
Brooklawn Farm's Our Climber 
was declared the open champion 
and received the $6,000 bonus. The 
chestnut gelding by Fern Dancer 
out of Our Ivory Tower hit a beacon 
and lost Hannum in the My Lady's 
Manor Point-to-Point, came back 
for second in the Grand National, 
and then refused the tenth fence in 
the Maryland Hunt Cup. 

Although this was obviously not 
one of Our Climber's top seasons, 
the 10-year-old was best among 
those contenders who met the re¬ 
quirement of starting in three of the 
six participating Maryland timber 
races. 

The novice division had a deci¬ 
sive victor in Cary Jackson's Quisi¬ 
tor, ridden by John Bosley IV, al¬ 
though even this award was not 
without technical difficulties.

The event, to be called the Breed¬ 
ers' Cup Steeplechase, will be in¬ 
serted as a live feature during the

The Breeders' Cup Steeplechase, 
a weight-for-age event for 3-year- 
olds and up at a probable distance 
of two and one-half miles, will be 
the richest steeplechase event in 
history.

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Research Update 
On Potomac Fever

With the onset of summer Potomac Fever reap¬ 
peared on horse farms in south-western Maryland. 

Official Maryland Department of Agriculture fig¬ 
ures list the number of confirmed cases of Potomac 
Fever in the state as 65, with three fatalities, through 
July 16. These statistics are based on positive results 
obtained with the indirect fluorescent antibody (IFA) 
test which has proven accurate in diagnosing Potomac 
Fever. 

A new—though unofficial—test developed by re¬ 
searchers at the University of Illinois has produced 
more startling local statistics for the disease, however. 
Results from this test, conducted by a private veteri¬ 
narian in Potomac, indicate 94 cases of Potomac Fever 
to date with eight fatalities, including a recent death in 
Reis ters town. 

The speed of the new test—it takes only about 10 
minutes to perform as compared to 10 to 14 days for 
the IFA test—makes it very attractive to veterinarians 


needing a quick diagnosis on a sick horse. At the 
moment the most effective method to combat the dis¬ 
ease is prompt treatment. 

But the new test, known as the plate latex agglutina¬ 
tion test (PLAT), is still in the research stages and has 
not yet been approved by the United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. There are doubts about the accu¬ 
racy of the test because it has been shown to be ex¬ 
tremely sensitive and therefore possibly misleading. 
Consequently, Potomac Fever statistics produced by 
the PLAT test are for research only since they have not 
yet been confirmed by the state's official IFA test. 

"We have an operational situation versus a research 
situation here," explains Maryland State Veterinarian 
Dr. Arch Park, whose laboratory has been conducting 
the IFA test. "I'm hoping the latex agglutination test is 
as accurate as the official test. If it is it will be a great 
boon to practitioners and the horse industry. 

"On the other hand, the test's sensitivity leads me to 
be cautious. It may be that animals that have been 
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exposed to the causative organism in the past and 
either not come down with the disease or recovered 
from it are showing up as being infected on the latex 
agglutination test." 

Research work at the University of Maryland has 
shown that Potomac Fever antibodies may be present 
in a horse for at least one year (and as long as five or six 
years) after exposure to the organism which causes the 
disease. 

To monitor the PLAT test as part of the USDA ap¬ 
proval process. Dr. Park is receiving all the Maryland 
results. The test is being performed locally by Dr. Jean 
Sessions, whose contribution of serum samples from 
horses infected by the disease helped researchers at 
the University of Illinois develop the new test. After 
Dr. Sessions has run the PLAT test at her laboratory, 
she sends her serum samples to the University of 
Illinois where they undergo the official IFA test for 
confirmation. The test results are then sent to Dr. 
Park. 

In any case, Potomac Fever is obviously still a seri¬ 
ous problem in Maryland. It does not seem to have 
abated at all in the seven years since it was first recog¬ 
nized, and it may even be on the increase. 

"The cases are coming in so fast it's hard to keep up 
with them," states Dr. Sessions, citing statistics she 
kept from July of last year that are more than one third 
lower than those for July 1986. "I think the numbers 
are up for two reasons: not as many horses have been 
leaving the area this year as did last year, and the 
intense heat we've had this month has caused stress in 
some horses that otherwise might not have been as 
susceptible to the disease." 

The symptoms of Potomac Fever are similar to those 
of salmonellosis and other acute diarrheal syndromes 
of the horse. It is characterized by fever, depression, 
anorexia and diarrhea and/or colic, sometimes fol¬ 
lowed by founder or laminitis—which may prove fatal. 

In 1979 scientists recognized it was a new type of 
disease because of its apparently sporadic outbreaks 
and unusual seasonal nature—it occurs only between 
May and October with July and August the peak peri¬ 
od. 

Initial research on Potomac Fever was slow and 
frustrating. Scientists found that it appeared not to 
spread from one horse to another, but they didn't 
know the cause, how it was transmitted or how to cure 
it. 

In the summer of 1984 the probable cause of the 
disease was discovered almost simultaneously by re¬ 
searchers at the University of Illinois and the Virginia- 
Maryland Regional College of Veterinary Medicine. 
Both universities came to the conclusion that the dis¬ 
ease was caused by a species of rickettsia—a parasitic 
organism that also causes Rocky Mountain Spotted 


Fever. Later that year at the University of Illinois, Dr. 
Miodrag Ristic, using serum samples supplied to him 
by Dr. Sessions, determined that the disease was 
caused by the rickettsial species ehrlichia. The organ¬ 
ism responsible for the disease was subsequently 
named Ehrlichia risticii in honor of Dr. Ristic's findings. 

With the cause of Potomac Fever known, research¬ 
ers were able to recommend a more effective treatment 
for the disease—the drug of choice was tetracycline. 
When used with supportive treatment of intravenous 
fluids to restore blood volume and prevent dehydra¬ 
tion caused by diarrhea, tetracycline has proven quite 
successful in the treatment of many cases of Potomac 
Fever. The drug is not without its drawbacks, how¬ 
ever, according to Dr. Robert H. Whitlock of the Uni¬ 
versity of Pennsylvania's New Bolton Center who has 
also been conducting research on the disease. 

"Tetracycline may on occasion induce acute toxic 
enteritis (inflammation of the intestines) in the horse 
and may exacerbate salmonellosis," explains Dr. 
Whitlock. 'Thus its use is contraindicated in horses 
with undiagnosed diarrheal diseases or in those 
horses without a high index of suspicion for Potomac 
Fever. In the absence of a rapid diagnostic test and 
because a definitive diagnosis cannot be made solely 
on clinical signs, oxytetracycline is recommended with 
caution in horses likely to have Potomac Horse Fever." 

Thanks to ongoing research, Potomac Fever fatali¬ 
ties dropped quite dramatically in 1984 and 1985. After 
42 fatalities in Maryland during 1983, the number of 
deaths attributed to the disease fell to 16 in '84 and 
eight in '85. 

"Because of experience they've gained from treating 
Potomac Fever over the years, plus the use of tetracy¬ 
cline and the ability to make earlier diagnoses, vets are 
better able to manage the disease now," explains Dr. 
Park. "But the work that's been done so far on Po¬ 
tomac Fever is just a patch. We badly need to under¬ 
stand more about this disease. All the treatments be¬ 
ing given at the moment can be overwhelmed by a big 
enough dose of the infecting organism." 

One of the major questions currently facing re¬ 
searchers is how the disease is transmitted. Because it 
is seasonal and is caused by rickettsia, researchers 
believe Potomac Fever is vector-transmitted—proba¬ 
bly by an arthropod (insects, ticks and mites). 

Suspects have included ticks, particularly the 
American dog tick, cat fleas and mites, plus several 
insects and animals that live in or around horse barns 
and pastures. For the last three years. Dr. Ed Schmidt- 
mann, research entomologist for the USDA's Agricul¬ 
tural Research Service, has been conducting extensive 
studies on these creatures to determine what role, if 
any, they may play in the transmission of Potomac 
Fever. 

"Our rationale has basically been that if we knew 
how horses were exposed to this disease, then we 
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Potomac Fever continued 

could take some management action to try and limit 
that exposure/' explains Dr. Schmidtmann. 

The list of possible vectors the entomologist came 
up with consisted of more than 20 species of arthro¬ 
pods. Several of these placed low on the list of likely 
candidates because the type of organism known to 
cause the disease is not commonly transmitted by 
these species and their biologies did not appear to 
match the geographical and seasonal nature of Po¬ 
tomac Fever. For the same reasons, certain species 
placed high on the list as probable vectors. 

One of the prime suspects was the American dog 
tick, which is Imown to be a carrier of rickettsia and is 
the only type of tick found on horses. But after several 
unsuccess^l attempts to transmit the disease—in¬ 
cluding placing large numbers of ticks from farms 
where Potomac Fever had occurred on susceptible 
horses—Dr. Schmidtmann decided to look elsewhere. 
Rats and mice—known carriers of other rickettsial dis¬ 
eases—from on affected farms were examined as hosts 
and possible carriers of vectors within the bam. But 
the rodents turned up negative when tested for Po¬ 
tomac Fever antibodies and no insects, ticks or mites 
were found in sufficient numbers on rats to make them 
likely carriers of the disease. Also, researchers found 
that several farms which had experienced Potomac 
Fever frequently in the past had few, if any, rats and 
mice. 

Cats were suspect because some have been shown 
to carry the Potomac Fever antibody and the animals 
are common companions to horses. Dr. Schmidtmann 
tested cat fleas as possible vectors but could not de¬ 
monstrate that the Ehrlichia would infect the fleas or 
that the fleas could transmit the rickettsial organism. 

This year the USDA entomologist is conducting re¬ 
search on black flies, which are known to be prolific 
around moving bodies of water and feed in large num¬ 
bers on the blood of horses in the area where the 
disease strikes. This study is being approached from 
three angles. First, horses on several farms in suscepti¬ 
ble areas are being treated with insecticides as an ex¬ 
periment to guard against the disease. An attempt is 
also being made to ascertain the abundance of flies 
inland from the river, in areas such as northern Mont¬ 
gomery County. For the third part of the research flies 
are being allowed to feed on infected horses in the 
laboratory to see if the Ehrlichia will develop in them. 
Results from these experiments are not expected until 
mid-fall, according to Dr. Schmidtmann. 

"It's been frustrating not being able to incriminate a 
vector," admits Dr. Schmidtmann. "But the negative 
findings do help to better focus our studies. We hope 
to continue our research to find the vector. It's possible 
the disease is not carried by an insect or a tick, but we 
continue to believe that it is." 

Because so much is still unknown about Potomac 
Fever, the small clues researchers have discovered 
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about the disease sometimes make it even more puz¬ 
zling and frustrating. At times it's enough to make 
scientists wonder if their original findings are correct. 

"The conundrum is that we have a disease whose 
cause has been named, and yet it has one characteristic 
that's out of sync with all the syndromes of rickettsial 
diseases—we cannot get it to spread with a vector," 
continues Dr. Park. "It might be that we've not found 
the right vector, or there may be some preconditioning 
necessary for this disease to be transmitted. It's one of 
those deals where instant science doesn't pay. Any 
time you have the possibility of multiple causation, 
you're in for very long, statistical work." 

Dr. Park and researchers at the University of Mary¬ 
land and the State Department of Agriculture are cur¬ 
rently working on a third diagnostic test for Potomac 
Fever which they hope will be ready by next spring. 
This one—the enzyme-linked immunosorbent assay, 
or ELISA, test—combines the accuracy of the IFA test 
with the speed and efficiency of the PLAT. It might 
even be faster than the latter. 

According to Dr. Park, results from the ELISA test 
will be able to define the exact status of the disease 
(active or latent) in a suspect animal. It may also lead 
researchers to something more valuable in the fight 
against Potomac Fever. 

"This research we are doing is also the same type of 
work that leads to the development of vaccines," ex¬ 
plains Dr. Park. "Once we find out we're dealing with 
active immune materials, we can purify them. Then 
we'll be in the realm of medical research that leads to 
genetic engineering. We'll be able to splice the im¬ 
mune material and harvest large amounts of the spe¬ 
cific antibody to the disease." 

Though it sounds encouraging, the end is unfortu¬ 
nately not yet in sight. Vaccines do not always protect 
an animal or a person from a disease and sometimes 
may even make the individual they are given to be¬ 
come ill. Also, because vaccines are made from anti¬ 
bodies formed by the body against disease, it can be 
hard to tell whether an infected case has become ill 
from the vaccine or the disease. 

"After we have developed a vaccine, the next step 
would be to come up with a successful treatment," 
explains Dr. Park. "That will be a while since this is a 
virus disease. At the moment there are no viruscides 
developed that won't kill you." 

But great progress has been made in the battle 
against Potomac Fever in recent years. Thanks to the 
efforts of such groups as the Morris Animal Foun¬ 
dation—a non-profit organization that funds research 
on animal illnesses and diseases—work is continuing. 
As long as scientists continue to receive support from 
government and private sources there is hope that the 
puzzling questions concerning Potomac Fever will be 
answered and a cure will be found. □

Thoroughbred Swift Solo 
Sires Top Quarter Horses

i\s a race horse. Swift Solo (Solo Landing—Chusi- 
nia, by Woodchuck) wasn't much: five wins in 17 
starts for $13,498. His career as a Thoroughbred sire 
didn't exactly elicit rave reviews either: six crops, 25 
foals, eight runners, five winners. 

Yet Swift Solo's record is typical . . . indeed, better 
than most... in an industry where only one in every 
three Thoroughbred foals ever gets to the track, and 
only 10 percent of starters become winners. The up¬ 
side of the coin is what these superb horses can do in 
areas outside Thoroughbred racing. 

Maryland-bred Swift Solo, now standing for $1,500 
at Robert and Teresa Burger's farm in Clear Spring, 


Md., near Hagerstown, has been in the top ten on the 
performance Quarter Horse sire list for the last six 
years. The 17-year-old is the only Thoroughbred stal¬ 
lion in that group. He is also third in the world for 
Register of Merit get (57), with one world champion 
and eight American Quarter Horse Association cham¬ 
pions. 

"Swift Solo is the Thoroughbred stallion to breed 
Quarter Horse mares to in the United States," says

Rhonda Replogle, the Burgers' trainer. "His foals are 
beautiful movers with straight legs, good feet and 
fantastic dispositions." 

"Some of his sons and daughters have sold for 
$75,000 to $100,000 after performing well," adds own¬ 
er Bob Burger, "and his untried offspring go for 
$10,000 to $15,000. But I wouldn't even know where to 
tell you to find one because anyone who has them 
won't sell." 

The Burgers bought their Washington County farm 
in 1972. Since acquiring Swift Solo in 1984, they have 
added an indoor arena and a large breeding and train¬ 
ing bam complete with immaculate faciliries and labo¬ 
ratory space for the artificial insemination method of 
breeding common throughout the Quarter Horse in¬ 
dustry. 

For the 1985 season. Swift Solo, an elegant 16-hand 
bay, was bred to 30 mares. In 1986, "we expect to 
service at least 50," says Burger. 

The Maryland Quarter Horse Association boasts 
more than 400 members in a state with an estimated 
Quarter Horse population of 6,500. There are, how¬ 
ever, 65,578 registered Quarter Horses in the Mid-At¬ 
lantic region, over 25,000 in Pennsylvania alone. 


Says Teresa Burger: ''Swift Solo brings out all the beauty of 
the Quarter Horse mare. His foals are bigger with longer 
necks, longer pasterns and a longer stride. They combine 
class and athletic ability with a mind that is easy to train." 


"Of course, Maryland is Thoroughbred country and 
the Quarter Horse numbers are miniscule, compara¬ 
tively speaking," explains Replogle. "Some mares are 
local but most come to us from other areas of the 
country, such as Texas and Illinois." 

Swift Solo originally went to stud in 1974 at the farm 
of William Coleman of Keedysville, Md. Coleman and 
veterinarian William Heffner had purchased the colt 
because "they liked his conformation," according to 
Bob Burger. 

"Then, sometime about 1976, Bill Coleman bought 
out Heffner's interest and took Solo to the AQHA 
Congress in Columbus, Ohio, to exhibit him on the 
stallion row. Dr. Barry Wood took the horse to Indiana 
where he stood for Quarter Horses until 1983, and 
then he went to Texas for the 1984 season. 

"I bought him during a TV football game, drinking 
beer at Bill Coleman's," grins Burger delightedly. "Be¬ 
fore I'd even paid for him, someone offered me a 
$15,000 profit. The moral of my story is that you can go 
anywhere in the Quarter Horse business and people 
know Swift Solo." 

The incorporation of Thoroughbred blood into 
foundation Quarter Horse stock has had great appeal 
in the last decade as the AQHA added English classes 
to their shows. 

Veterinarian James T. Morgan and his wife, Donna, 
also breed and show top flight Quarter Horses from 
their Eldersburg farm. 
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In the immaculate, well-equipped new bam at the Burger 
farm near Hagerstown, Rhonda Replogle grooms Swift Solo. 


"We wanted an English horse in appearance, and 
Swift Solo nicked extremely well," states Donna. 
"Our filly Solo Star, out of our AQHA champion mare 
Nita Barhand, got 102 points in one year and won a 
superior award in hunter under saddle. We sold her 
for a pile of money." 

Another Swift Solo product is One For the Record, 
owned by Donna Johnson of Missouri. This chestnut 
mare was world champion senior working hunter and 
world champion senior hunter hack in 1985 plus sev¬ 
enth in the world champion pleasure driving division. 
At the prestigious World Show in Oklahoma City, 
where a horse enters only by invitation. One For the 
Record qualified in no less than five different divi¬ 
sions. 

Swift Solo progeny such as Royale Solo and String 
O Solo have also surpassed the competition in the 
Western divisions, while Solo's Pride N Joy earned a 
superior ranking in the halter (conformation) cate¬ 
gory. 

"Swift Solo brings out all the beauty of the Quarter 
Horse mare," says Teresa Burger. "His foals are big¬ 
ger, with longer necks, longer pasterns and a longer 
stride. They combine class and athletic ability with a 
mind that is easy to train." 

"Up until three or four years ago, 1 wasn't too much 
on bringing in the Thoroughbred blood," remembers 
Bob Burger, who has made four AQHA champions, 
probably, he says, more than anyone else in Mary¬ 
land. "But the modern Quarter Horse people want a 
taller horse who is not as coarse as the old-fashioned 
kind. This is where Solo has excelled. His get are just 
plain better looking than any others. 

"Not to mention what he's done for Bob Burger . . .," 
Burger laughs. "Make money!" □

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Kluwall Leaves 
Two '86 Foals 
As Her Legacy

Kluwall, dam of Olympic gold medal-winner 
Touch of Qass and winning steeplechaser Crocodile 
Fears, died of colic on July 17—but not before she had 
produced two more potential champions. 

Two years ago, when the mare experienced complica¬ 
tions after the birth of her foal, owner Dorothy Rowland 
realized that Kluwall was not likely to carry many—if 
any—more foals to term. However, Mrs. Rowland 
could not resign herself to the idea that the mare's long 
and productive career had reached an end. 

Kluwall, a foal of 1966 by Cornwall out of Klutassen 
by *Rustom Sirdar, was given by the late B. Frank 
Christmas to Mrs. Rowland's daughter, Jennifer Small, 
who in 1973 bred the mare's first foal, the champion 
show jumper Touch of Class, by Yankee Lad. 

Mrs. Rowland vividly recalls Touch of Qass as a 
youngster. "She and her mother jumped everything 
here. When she went to Mikey Smithwick's for train¬ 
ing he said he had never seen a horse with such a 
natural inclination to jump." Although comparatively 
small for a show jumper. Touch of Class earned a gold 
medal at Los Angeles in 1984 and a place in the Olym¬ 
pic crowd's heart. 

Crocodile Fears, Kluwall's second foal, was also 
bred by Mrs. Small. At his prime in 1983 the son of 
Elephant Walk captured the $15,000 Arlington Timber 
Steeplechase in Chicago on the day John Henry just 
failed in his bid for a second Arlington Million. The 
gray gelding, a foal of 1975, won three races in all and 
earned $21,370. 

Kluwall's two subsequent offspring—Skibbereen 
(1978 gelding by Elephant Walk) and Summer High 
(1984 filly by Yankee Lad)—remain at Mrs. Rowland's 
Upperco farm. 

Having decided to try for another foal from Kluwall, 
Mrs. Rowland felt that artificial insemination and em¬ 
bryo transplant would create the least amount of stress 
for the mare. The fact that the resulting foal could not 
be registered as a Thoroughbred was of secondary 
importance. 

In March 1985, the aging mare was artificially in¬ 
seminated from the handsome gray Trakehner stallion 
Abdullah, Touch of Class' Olympic show jumping 
teammate and the individual silver medal winner at

Los Angeles. When an embryo developed and was 
transferred to a recipient mare without any problem, 
Kluwall was bred to Yankee Lad, the sire of Touch of 
Qass. 

The second conception was a bit more complicated 
and took five attempts before an embryo was pro¬ 
duced. Time was then of the essence to remove the 
embryo to a mare who was in a similar cycling phase as 
Kluwall. It took four flushes to get an embryo. Once 
this was achieved, however, the rest was fairly plain 
sailing. 

In due course this year two colts arrived, an Abdul¬ 
lah on April 30 and a Yankee Lad on July 7. Today the 
two foals, unaware of the scienhfic feats that led to their 
birth, graze happily beside their surrogate mothers. 

But Kluwall herself is not there to watch her last 
produce grow to maturity, having been put down in 
mid-July after a recurrence of colic. 

Getting the two techno-foals was an expensive and 
trying procedure. "There was a sense of urgency 
about the whole thing," explains Mrs. Rowland. 

Besides stallion fees, Mrs. Rowland had to pay air 
freight to have Abdullah's semen sent to the clinic near 
Ringoes, N.J., where the artificial insemination and 
embryo transfers were performed. She had to make 
five trips from the New Jersey clinic to the University 
of Maryland's farm in Ellicott City to collect Yankee 
Lad's semen. There were travel expenses to ship Klu¬ 
wall to the New Jersey clinic and, once there, board 
had to be paid. The embryo transfers cost $2,500 each, 
and Mrs. Rowland had to buy and board the two 
recipient mares, one a Thoroughbred, the other a 
Standardbred for which she gave $1,500—"the most 
I've ever had to pay for a horse!" she admits. 

"It's something you really have to persevere in be¬ 
cause you can get discouraged easily," explains Mrs. 
Rowland of the embryo transplant procedure. "In ret¬ 
rospect, however, it was worth it. That's her final 
contribution. I don't know where I'm going to go with 
these guys. I just feel responsible to carry on Kluwall's 
line." □

The product of a foal-sharing agreement between Wind- 
fields Farm and Upper Marlboro (Md.) attorney Hal C.B. 
Clagett, the 3-year-oId colt Don Diege left this country on 
a $10,000 bid at the 1984 Fasig-Tipton Kentucky Septem¬ 


ber Yearlii^ sale. "That was a heartbreaker. I'll tell you/' 
says Mr. Clagett, who attributes the poor price to declin¬ 
ing market condihons. 

Now a winner in two of his three starts, Don Diege has 
partially made up for the disappointment by enhancing 
the record of his dam, Mr. Qagett's third-generation 
homebred mare Ambitioninrest. His victory in the Ulster 
Harp Derby was a spectacular eight-length achievement. 
The David O'Brien-trained colt carried 123 pounds over a 
12-furlong/68-yard course to prove much the best of five 
rivals. 

Mr. Qagett has had four other foals to race from the Bold 
Ambition mare Ambitioninrest. All are winners and two 
are stakes horses. Don Diege's 4-year-old half-sister 
Amerricoinrest (by Amerrico), still owned by Mr. Clagett, 
is a current stakes-placed earner of about $65,000. And 
Hail to Ambition (a filly of 1977 by Aristocratic—Ambi¬ 
tioninrest) was a stakes winner of slightly more than 
$40,000. 

Also a product of a foal-sharing agreement with Wind- 
fields was a Val de I'Ome (Fr)—Ambitioninrest filly which 
brought $20,000 at last year's Eastern Fall yearling sale. 
The 14-year-old mare has a weanling colt by Deputed 
Testamony, and is back in foal to Deputed Testamony, 
according to Mr. Clagett. 

Don Diege is one of four stakes winners for his sire Grego¬ 
rian, who stands at Windfields for a $15,000 live foal fee. 
Once a major stakes winner in Ireland himself, 10-year- 
old Gregorian sired from his first crop the 1985 horse of 
the year in Canada, Imperial Choice.

A Maryland-bred 4-year-old who is based at Exhibition 
Park in western Canada, Rondelier ran the race of his life 
at his home track in mid-July. Sent off as the longest shot 
in the race, at odds of more than 26 to 1, the colt who had 
not won since breaking his maiden in Exhibition Park's 
Blue Boy Stakes over two years ago sprinted to a clear 
early lead, then held off a strong stretch challenge from 
the runner-up to score by a head in the mile and one- 
eighth John Longden 6000 Handicap. 

Rondelier has campaigned throughout his career for Blue 
Thumb Stable, which purchased him at the 1984 Cali¬ 
fornia Thoroughbred Breeders March Two-Year-Olds in 
Training sale tor $50,000. He was bred by Classic Lines 
Associates, a five-year limited partnership formed in 1981 
by Da\id Hayden and Erwin Mendelson for the purpose 
of buying well-bred mares and marketing their offspring. 

Classic Lines Associates purchased Rondelier's dam, the 
Vitriolic mare Acidulee, with Rondelier in iitcro, for 
$200,000 at Keeneland in November, 1981. The partner¬ 
ship then sold the Sham colt at the 1983 Fasig-Tipton 
Kentuckv Summer Yearling sale, getting $57,000 on a bid 
from EMO Stables. EMO pinhooked Rondelier, re-selling 
him in California the following spring. 

Acidulee has not produced a foal since Rondelier. Bred 
last spring to Baederwood (status of her pregnancy has so 
far not been established), Acidulee will be sold at'auction 
in Maryland this fall when the Classic Lines group is 
dissolved, according to Hayden. The 13-year-old brood¬ 
mare is a 100 percent producer, being the" dam of Ronde¬ 
lier and two other winners. Her first foal is a filly of 1979 
named Sugar and Mint (by Key to the Mint), who won in 
E^land. The next, the 5-year-old gelding Geologist (by 
L'Enjoleur), is a current allowance winner in Maryland.

''Qarinet King was a treasure," says Kitty (Mrs. John B.) 
Merryman, whose family campaigned the now-lO-year- 
old gelding back in the late 1970s and early 1980s. "But he 
wasn't a lucky horse. Either races wouldn't go for him, or 
he'd get beaten a nose, and he couldn't quite make it in 
stakes." 

Finding a scarcity of races for him in Maryland in the 
summer of 1982, the Merrymans shipped Qarinet King to 
Delaware Park and ran him in a $35,000 claiming race. He 
won and was also claimed. "We took a risk and got 
caught," comments Ann Merryman Heffner, who trained 
Qarinet King up to that time. Clarinet King raced in the 
colors of Mrs. Heffner's father, John B. Merryman of 
Sparks. 

Purchased by Mr. Merryman from his cousin, the late 
Mrs. John Merryman Franklin, as a yearling for $5,000, 
Qarinet King is a slightly-built race horse who has always 
been "unbeatable on the turf at his level," according to 
Mrs. Merryman. While owned by the Merrymans Clari¬ 
net King gained four stakes placings, including a second 
in the 1^1 Constellation Handicap at Laurel and a third in 
the $50,000 Riggs Handicap-G3. 

Obviously highly durable, the son of His Majesty has had 
several different owners since the Merrymans lost him. 
His current owner, Fredacc Stable, claimed him for 
$35,(XX) at Belmont Park last July. 

Making the 126th start of his career in the $15,000 Royal 
Vale Stakes at Delaware Park this summer, Qarinet King 
came from behind to score by a neck over four rivals. His 
final time of 1:50% for the mile and one-eighth turf race 
was one second off the course record, and he was posted 
as even-money favorite. Qarinet King's first stakes vic¬ 
tory boosted his lifetime earnings to $412,323.

Calico Jak is the first homebred stakes winner for the 
father-son team of Albert and Randy Cohen, who in 
previous years have been part owners of added-money 
achievers Softly, Sherby and Cojak. 

The 3-year-old colt (named for the "'greatest pirate ever to 
travel the Caribbean," according to Randy Cohen) has 
won five of his last six starts, his only disappointment this 
summer coming in the Grade 1 Peter Pan Handicap, in 
which he raced near the lead before fading to next-to-last. 


In Philadelphia Park's Sentinel Handicap, Calico Jak was 
rested behind the pace for the first half, then made a 
steady move on the outside and got up to score by a 
length and one-quarter. Third favorite at odds of 6-1, he 
earned $30,993 for the victory. 

Runner-up to Natroc in last year's Tri-State Futurity, and 
also fifth in Miracle Wood's Maryland Juvenile Cham¬ 
pionship, Calico Jak is a big, muscular colt who tends to 
be an extremely rugged individual, says the younger 
Cohen. "I give a lot of credit to (trainer) Jack Ludwig," 
Cohen remarks. "This horse has a lot of the same habits as 
(his sire) Cojak." Calico Jak was, in fact, disqualified for 
lugging in during a maiden-breaking victory at Aqueduct 
in early January. He did not officially break his maiden 
until his second start after that. But he went on to notch 
three New York allowance wins—at varying distances of a 
mile and 70 yards, six furlongs and seven furlongs—lead¬ 
ing up to his appearance in the Sentinel. 

Randy Cohen, who has been in the warehouse building 
business since 1978, is a graduate of the University of 
Arizona Race Track Management School. Also a one-time 
groom and hotwalker for trainer Sonny Hine, Cohen 
worked in official capacities at Pimlico, Delaware Park 
and Santa Anita before deciding "it would be more fun to 
be on the farm and breeding side." The Cohens have a 
225-acre farm near Frederick (Md.) and are owners of ten 
broodmares. They also have about eight race horses, 
which they campaign primarily in New York. 

Cojak, in whom the Cohens have retained a major in¬ 
terest, stands at Spendthrift Farm in Kentucky. Calico Jak 
is from his fourth crop. Alpine Garden, dam of Calico Jak, 
died this past winter while carrying a Cojak foal. The mare 
has had five other foals to race including the current good 
New York allowance winner Skyjak, a 4-year-old full 
sister to Calico Jak, who also runs for the Cohens. 




setter, poking his nose in front at the half-mile marker, 
which was reached in :46. But that was the last time Bea 
Quality would see another horse in front of him in the 
race. The Baederwood gelding pulled ahead around the 
final turn, gaining a couple of lengths in the stretch, and 
then managed to hold off late challenges from Count My 
Love and Warm Season to finish three-quarters of a 
length in front with a time of l:43y5 for the 1 Vis-mile route. 

"When he came out and went to the lead with Fuzzy, I 
thought Fuzzy would run him into the ground," Mr. 
Greene recalled. "But Bea Quality put Fuzzy away. Then, 
in the stretch, I was going nuts as a couple of other horses 
started to come on. But he stayed away. I was so happy 
with the race and I'm happy he's back on form. He just did 
so well." 

Bea Quality emerged from the Marylander with a shoe 
missing and another partly off, but otherwise apparentlv 
none the worse for wear. The win is his first added- 
money score for 1986, but adds to an impressive 2 and 
3-year-old career which included victories in the Mary¬ 
land Juvenile Championship and the Long Branch Stakes. 
His recent score raises his earnings over the $300,000 
mark, an impressive record for a horse figured to be worth 
very little as a foal. 

"I didn't put any value on Bea Quality at all when we 
bought Miss Quality," explained Mr. Greene. "Her own¬ 
er, Dennis Brown, also owned Baederwood and had bred 
her to him. But he was just a $1,000 sire. We wanted to 
breed her to another stallion we liked."

Since then Baederwood's stature has grown, with Bea 
Quality and Miracle Wood, another multiple stakes win¬ 
ner, as his best representatives. The 11-vear-old son of 
Tentam now stancls at Shamrock Farm in Woodbine for 
$3,500 and was bred to a near-record sized book of 72 
mares this year. 

After foaling Bea Quality, Miss Quality was bred to Chris¬ 
topher R. and produced San Remo, a 3-year-old filly who 
has yet to break her maiden. In 1983 Greene, in partner¬ 
ship with Mitchell and the late Tony Aquilla (who was 
also a partner in Bea Quality), sold Miss Quality to Frank 
Scuderi. She foaled to Thirty Eight Paces this year and is 
back in foal to Baederwood.

Castelets' career continued this summer with a remark¬ 
able come-from-behind victory in the Crusader Handicap 
at Pimlico in early August. Dead last throughout the first 
half-mile of the mile and one-sixteenth Crusader, Caste¬ 
lets closed with a flourish to top a strong field of local 
handicap comp>etitors. 

Besides Castelets, Eddie and Binnie Houghton have cam¬ 
paigned several other successful stakes winners—includ¬ 
ing Laplander, Beech Island and La Caleche—from their 
800-acre Buckingham Farm on the Eastern Shore. But the 
couple admits that the gelding by the deceased King's 
Bishop is the family favorite. 

"Both my kids had something to do with him," adds Mr. 
Houghton. "My eldest daughter rode him at the point-to- 
points at Fair FLU, my other daughter exercised him and I 
used to gallop him. He's all ours." 

Although Castelets has had several setbacks from injuries 
and illnesses during his career—from correchve surgery 
for crooked legs as a yearling to an ankle chip which kept 
him sidelinecf from early summer 1985 to late spring 
1986—the Houghtons' faith in their horse has persisted, 
and Castelets has not let them down. 

Since early April, when he started racing again after the 
ankle injury, Castelets has made nine starts, winning 
three stakes, finishing second in three and fourth in an¬ 
other, to earn over $130,000 so far this year. 

"He has a lot of ability and heart," says Mr. Houghton. 
"And we've been able to find the right races for him. He's 
done his part, and he's given us a lot of fun." 

Castelets is the product of two partnerships the Hough¬ 
tons formed during the '70s. The first was with E.P. 
Taylor, Mrs. Richard C. duPont and Mrs. Richard Stokes 
to buy King's Bishop as a 4-year-old in 1973; the second 
was with Miss Buffum's owner, Marcy Buffum. When the 
latter partnership dissolved the Houghtons were left with 
a young, crooked-legged Castelets as part of the agree¬ 
ment. 
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Silano, a bay gelding owned, bred and trained by the 
Capuano family of Upper Marlboro (Md.) became the first 
Ma^land-bred 2-year-old stakes winner of 1986 with his 
decisive length and one-quarter victory in Laurel's Play¬ 
pen Stakes. 

The $40,000 added-money event was Silano's second win 
in as many starts. On June 3 he had registered 0:>y two and 
one-quarter lengths) in his debut, a five-furlong maiden 
special at Laurel. In the Playpen Silano came from just off 
the pace to circle horses on the turn, and drew clear in the 
stretch to defeat the rallying Hot Moment, an Allen Jer- 
kens-trained colt who had recently scored impressively in 
a $70,000 maiden claiming race in New York. The only 
other Maryland-bred in the race was Howard Bender's 
homebred filly Sugar n Cream, who finished seventh 
among the ten starters. 

Phillip Capuano, a former trainer, and his wife Constance 
keep only one broodmare, the 21-year-old Yemen's Mite, 
dam of Silano, on their six-acre farm in Southern Mary¬ 
land. Their record with the mare's produce has been 
extraordinaty. In 1982 Silano's half-brother Gary's Friend 
(a colt by Friend's Choice) also won the Playpen. 


"Yemen's Mite is rea^ the only broodmare we've ever 
had," explained Mr. Capuano. Purchased by the Capu- 
anos (in partnership with their friend Jack Fentress) as a 
yearling, Yemen's Mite raced for five seasons, made 41 
starts and earned a meager $5,867. 

However, she has had eight foals to race, seven of whom 
are winners. Yemen's Mite's best foal prior to Silano was 
Gary's Friend, a foal of 1980 who has won over $90,000. 
About four years ago the Capuanos bought out their 
partner, ancf they now own full interest in the mare. 
Yemen's Mite has a yearling filly by Cold Reception, a 
weanling colt by Brilliant Protege, and is back in foal to 
Brillian t Protege. 

Silano, a "small horse who is as quiet to be around as a 
lead pony," according to Mr. Capuano, is trained by the 
Capuanos' 24-year-old son Dale, who also has a public 
staple of about 13 horses. Phillip Capuano was a trainer 
for about 20 years, up until five years ago when he took a 
leave of absence to care for his ill father. "Dale took over 
the horses and did such a good job that I've never gone 
back," said Mr. Capuano.

Fourth of July weekend was a sparkler for Barbara and 
Bert Holleran. On July 4 the couple from York (Pa.) 
watched their big horse Roo Art capture the Grade 1 
Suburban Handicap at Belmont Park. Then two days later 
they journeyed to Suffolk Downs, where Little Green Van 
galloped home a winner in the $20,000 Our Fleet Stakes. 

Now, back in Maryland, trainer Barclay Tagg can still feel 
the glow from those fireworks. It was Tagg who selected 
Roo Art, a multiple stakes winner of over $725,000, from 


the 1984 Maryland Sales Agency Two-Year-Olds in Train¬ 
ing sale. Upon Tagg's advice the Hollerans, who own the 
Meadowbrook Inn in York and are also involved with real 
estate development, paid $15,500 for Roo Art. The colt 
was their first race horse. The following year at the MSA 
Two-Year-Olds "Preakness 200" sale Tagg recommended 
the Advan filly Little Green Van, whom the Hollerans 
acquired on a $22,000 bid. Although Tagg, a 48-year-old 
former steeplechase rider, no longer serves as the Hol¬ 
lerans' trainer, he was responsible for the early develop¬ 
ment of Roo Art and Little Green Van. And the selection 
of two stakes winners two years in a row remains a major 
achievement. 

Unplaced in two starts last year. Little Green Van has 
campaigned with consistency as a 3-year-old. She paid 
$50 while winning her 1986 debut at Pimlico in April, and 
returned to a second and a win in allowance company in 
New York. A bleeding episode accounted for her subse¬ 
quent poor showing in Pimlico's Miss Preakness Stakes, 
and also for an out-of-the money finish in her next race in 
New York. 

The Hollerans shifted her to Suffolk in order to be able to 
run her on Lasix, and she has been victorious in both of 
her starts there. Pressing the pace from the outset in the 
Our Fleet Stakes, the bay filly proved clearly the best of 
her seven rivals, as she went on to win by four and 
one-half lengths. 

Little Green Van was bred by Helen Polinger, who is also 
the breeder of the filly's dam. Queen of the Green, a 
winner of $30,020. Little Green Van is Queen of the 
Green's first foal. The mare has a 2-year-old colt by Sir 
Ivor Again named Sir Queen. Mrs. Polinger sold Queen 
of the Green for $3,500 at the 1984 Maryland February 
Mixed sale. 

Advan, a graded stakes-winning handicap campaigner, 
sired Little Green Van from his first crop. Owned by Mrs. 
Polinger, the 12-year-old horse entered stud in Maryland, 
but was transferred to New Jersey for the 1986 breeding 
season.

Harry L. Burkheimer, 83, a horse 
breeder and trainer, died July 29 
following a heart attack. 

Mr. Burkheimer lived at Peaceful 
Meadows Farm in Phoenix.

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High-Goal Polo 
A Thoroughbred Sport

In the realm of high-goal polo, the term “pony" is 
technically a misnomer of the highest order. The 
mounts in top level competition require the same agil¬ 
ity, power, speed and intense competitive spirit that is 
demanded of the Thoroughbred race horse. 

It's no wonder then that the best polo ponies are 
either all Thoroughbred or so close that it ceases to 
matter to anyone but The Jockey Club. 

"The only horse in the world is the Thoroughbred," 
exclaims John Oxley, owner of Oxley Polo Stables in 
Tulsa, Okla. "We have the largest polo breeding and 
training complex in the United States, and we don't 
use any mixed blood at all. No other breed has the 
endurance to run three to four miles all out in a IVi- 
minute chukker, which is what we ask of high-goal 
ponies." 

Although he also breeds Thoroughbreds for the flat 
track, Oxley stands four Thoroughbred stallions solely 
to be matched with his select band of 50 Thoroughbred 
broodmares, many of them retired polo mounts. The 
stallions are Bold Aggressor by Boldnesian, Bold Vit¬ 
riolic by Vitriolic, Amino by Never Bend, and Sir Spec¬ 
tator by Sir Ivor. 

Oxley aims at producing 25 to 30 foals a year, which 
he will break as yearlings and then train to sell as made 
4 or 5-year-old polo ponies for $15,000 to $25,000 each. 

"We don't bother to register the foals with The Jock¬ 
ey Club anymore because it just costs too much. No 
one in polo really cares about the lineage; they depend 
on our reputation for breeding and training," he ex¬ 
plains. 

"We like the ponies to go about 15.1 or 15.2 hands. 
Much larger than that, and they lose some of their 
maneuverability. 

"1 once saw Northern Dancer coming out of the 
paddock in the early days of his racing career," laughs 


Oxley. "I told my wife that I'd like to have him for 
polo: perfectly put together with heart and motor to 
match." 

Oxley has been breeding, training and developing 
his stock for over 20 years, achieving the likes of award 
winners Cat A Joy, Bold Intruder and Burrito. The 
influence of the American Thoroughbred, however, 
goes back to polo's early years in this country. 

In west Texas, for example, the Pitchfork Ranch of 
Eugene Williams and Dan Gardner began their polo 
breeding program in 1930 with the introduction of the 
Thoroughbred stallion My Buddy, purchased for $600. 

Crossed with cow pony mares of increasingly Thor¬ 
oughbred blood, the Pitchfork stallion got offspring 
with greater endurance, stamina and quickness than 
the competition. Such polo greats as Cecil Smith, Har¬ 
old Barry and George Miller were soon numbered 
among Pitchfork's customers. 

After World War 11, the Army dispersed its Thor¬ 
oughbred Remount stallions to Texas and Oklahoma. 
Pitchfork got two: Trimmer by Mad Hatter and Bug- 
gins by Brown Bud. 

John Oxley also obtained one of the progeny of an 
Army Remount stallion. Stormy, Oxley's pony play¬ 
ing colt, was to become one of the most famous polo 
ponies of all time as the subject of a Walt Disney movie 
of the same name. 

Texan Tommy Wayman, a 9-goal player, also breeds 
and trains his own ponies, nearly all of them pure 
Thoroughbred strains. 

Certain Thoroughbreds are what Wayman calls 
"naturals. You just show them how and they do it." 

Although called ''ponies," high-goal polo mounts are 
"either all Thoroughbred or so close that it 
ceases to matter to anyone but The Jockey Club." 
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They have excellent conformation and exceptional 
speed, but what makes them extra-special is an at¬ 
titude capable of handling the mental excitement of 
this strenuous sport. 

These are traits that Wayman hopes to pass on. His 
father had played polo on the dam of one of Wayman's 
all-time favorites, Lou De, and Wayman himself went 
on to play eight years on her daughter. Little Lou De. 

In addition to the Thoroughbreds that are raised 
expressly for polo, many of the professional players 
reclaim horses from the race track. 

'T don't have the time or the land to breed my own 
ponies," says the 30-year-old Californian Rob Walton, 
an 8-goaler who played in this year's All-Star Polo 
Benefit at Potomac. "Usually I look for a 3 or a 4-year- 
old, about 15.1 hands, with a quiet nature. The sex of 
the horse doesn't matter. Mares seem a little easier to 
train, but the geldings seem to last longer. I also look 
for a short-coupled, short-backed horse with a long 
neck and a deep girth. The horse's mind and the 
conformation are my first priorities." 

Another of Tommy Wayman's good ponies was a 
4-year-oId mare which his grandfather got off the 


track in June one year and Wayman played in a 12-goal 
match in September. 

"But distinguishing the truly goofy Thoroughbred 
from one that is just racing fit is tricky," Wayman 
cautions. 

And not all the Thoroughbred polo ponies are 
homebreds. Many of those now playing in the U.S. 
have been imported from Argentina. 

"In a land where so much still depends on horse¬ 
power, families like the Ayaras and the Heguys have 
been breeding and training polo ponies . . . and play¬ 
ers .. . foryears," says Joseph Muldoon Jr., owner and 
founder of the 700-acre Potomac (Md.) Polo Club. 
"Superior polo-playing mares are bred to the finest 
Argentine race horses, and some of those have also 
played polo. It's hard to get one of their horses because 
the Argentines don't want to sell the good ones, but 
we try to buy as many as we can." 

Tommy Wayman's mare Orphan and Rob Walton's 
Piquet are Argentine Thoroughbreds. 

Peter Brant (nationally known as the owner and 
breeder of top-caliber race horses, and the new owner 
of The Thoroughbred Record) exhibits the same passion

for polo that he brings to the race track. A 5-goal 
player, Brant and three Argentines, the Pieres broth¬ 
ers, comprise the White Birch team which has won 
more high-goal silver in the last five years than any 
other American team. 

Brant's string of high-goal ponies, which is recog¬ 
nized as the best outside of Argentina, includes the 
world's top pony, Levicul, an Argentine Thorough¬ 
bred. In the World Cup, this mare played three chuk- 
kers, unheard-of at this level. 

"In truth, we have more good blood here than in 
Argentina, because they have inbred too much," 
counters John Oxley. "But we don't have enough top 
trainers. It takes a super horseman to produce a good 
polo pony." 

At the lower level, polo ponies are "where you find 
them," says Joe Muldoon. Morgans, Anglo-Arabs, 
Quarter Horses, race track rejects and variations 
thereof play successfully in clubs across the country. 

Perhaps one of the most interesting is a gelding 
named Statesman. Owned by Dan Montgomery of 
Columbus, Ohio, this elegant chestnut is out of a 
grade Percheron mare . . . and the second foal by 
Secretariat.

All-Star Polo Benefit 


A hot, humid afternoon and hard, dry ground 
set the scene for the intense competition of the 
Sixth Annual All-Star Polo Benefit at the Po¬ 
tomac Polo Club last May. 

Great excitement filled the air for this match, 
even more than is usually occasioned by bring¬ 
ing together the top high-goal players in the 
world. Tension mounted as the spectators 
waited for no less than Sylvester Stallone, clad in 
a white prairie shirt and a canary-yellow suit, to 
throw in the ball to begin the first chukker. 

Stallone, his wife and his father Frank, who 
plays polo at Potomac, stayed for most of the 
game and shook hands with all the players be¬ 
fore being whisked off to the airport. 

The Ambassador team this year, wearing black 
jerseys, was made up of Mexico's Antonio Her¬ 
rera (9 handicap) at one, Argentinian Alfonso 


Pieres (10) at two, Californian Rob Walton (8) at 
three, and Chile's Gabriel Donoso (7) at four. 

Playing for the Washingtonians were Joe Mul¬ 
doon III (6) at one, Argentines Christian Laprida 
(9) at two and Ernesto Trotz (10) at three, and 
Podger El-Effendi (8) of Pakistan at four, all in 
yellow shirts. 

The first chukker got off to a fast start with 
6-foot, 6-inch local boy Muldoon making the first 
goal. Alternating from one end of the field to the 
other as their team relentlessly slammed the ball 
through the goal, the Washingtonians over¬ 
whelmed the opposition, leading by 5-1 after the 
first chukker and 7-3 by the half.

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"But above the 10 or 12-goal level (the combined 
handicaps of all four players on the team; 40 is the 
ideal)," states Rob Walton with conviction, "there's 
nothing that can beat the 100 percent American Thor¬ 
oughbred." □ 


Closely-matched teams—the Ambassadors with a handicap 
of 34 and the Washingtonians at 33—ended play in a tie but 
the latter won 9-8 in a three-minute sudden death overtime. 



Things didn't look any better for the Ambas¬ 
sadors as Ernesto Trotz scored the first goal of 
the second half on a defended penalty with a 
high-flying shot into the air, through the plane of 
the goalposts. 

By the fifth chukker, however, the Ambassa¬ 
dors seemed to gain a second wind, scoring two 
consecutive goals and edging the score to 8-7. 



Thirty seconds into the sixth period, Pieres 
received a hard shot and had to be taken to the 
hospital for stitches over his eye. Referee Juan 
Bolini was called in as Pieres' replacement. 

With a tie game and less than one minute to 
go, confusion ensued in the dust at the far end of 
the field. Suddenly Donoso and Muldoon were 
off their horses, having a "discussion on tactics," 
according to announcer Lew Potter. 

That difficulty resolved, the regulation game 
ended, but the tie score necessitated a three- 
minute sudden death overtime. 

The coufy de grace was a high penalty-five shot 
by El-Effendi which set up the winning goal by 
Ernesto Trotz. The Washingtonians claimed the 
victory, 9-8. 

Alfonso Pieres was named the game's out¬ 
standing player, and the award for the best play¬ 
ing pony went to the chestnut mare Tanagalia, 
an 8-year-old Argentinian-bred Thoroughbred 
owned by the Muldoons. 

The All-Star game is played each year to fund 
spinal cord injury research at the Washington 
Hospital Center.

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Siunmer Riding Camps

Summertime means riding camp to many of Mary¬ 
land's budding horsemen. Local camps dedicated to 
teaching all-around horsemanship, including the bas¬ 
ics of horse care and safety, have operated for nearly 
20 years at Susan Marshall's in Monkton and at the 
Green Spring Valley Hounds kennels in Glyndon.

"Every single child was cantering and jumping by 
the end of the camp," says Freddy Shaw, this year's 
parent organizer. "Their progress was unbelievable."

Farlane and Patti Howard, ably assisted by Camilla 
Cassels-Smith, Cappy and Wildie Peterson, Moira 
Hoen and Jack Shaw. 

At her 70-acre Jay-Mar farm on McComas Road in 
Monkton, longtime teacher and foxhunter Susan 
Marshall conducts a series of eight week-long horse¬ 
manship camps for students aged 3 through adult. 
Averaging less than ten pupils per session, Marshall 
presents a total immersion program aimed at teaching 
horse care and equitation. 

'The little ones stay from 9 to 1, but all the other 
groups are here from 9 to 4," explains Karen Ander¬ 
son, who helps Marshall and her daughter Jennifer 


with the instruction. "Some bring their own animals 
and others use ours. We ride twice a day, do stable 
management, and then break up the work with lunch 
and swimming." 

"I have many kids who come to me from in town," 
adds Sue Marshall. "This is the only way they can 
really learn about horses. For a week or more, they 
have a horse that's all theirs, that they are totally 
responsible for. They feed and groom the horse, clean 
tack, and ride him for lessons and trail rides. At the 
end of the time, no matter what level they started, 1 
find that I have a completely different kid, one who 
has made tremendous progress in his or her knowl¬ 
edge of horses." □

Maryland Horse Reported ... 


■ In winning the Meadowland 
Handicap at Washington Park in 
Chicago, French-bred ’‘^Mahan be- 
carrte the third foreign horse to 
have found success in America af¬ 
ter being initially brought over to 
run in the International at Laurel. 
(He was preceded by Argentine- 
bred ’^Mister Black and Irish-bred 
^Thirteen of Diamonds.) Following 
his out-of-the-money finish in the 
International, *Mahan was sent 
back to France where he was pur¬ 
chased by Hasty House Farm and 
returned to America to become a 
stakes winner. 

■ With a victory in an allowance 
race at Monmouth, Brookfield 
Farms' Impromptu moved his 
earnings beyond the magic 
$100,000 mark. The 4-year-old son 
of Pavot—Crystal Maze was the 
third horse to pass the elusive 
number for Harry Z. Isaacs' Ste¬ 
venson establishment, the other 
two being Intent and Is Proud. 

■ An announcement by the Mary¬ 
land Dog Racing Association that it 
would seek approval from the 1957 
General Assembly to legalize dog 
racing caused columnist Joe Hickey 
to question whether additional 
pari-mutuel racing would help or 
hinder the state. He also doubted 


the association's claim that dog rac¬ 
ing would bring in $15 million a 
year (a figure the group later re¬ 
vised to six to eight million) from 
two tracks it would build (for $2.5 
million apiece) when Florida's 15 
tracks generated only $6.5 million 
in 1955. 

"Can Maryland, with 120 days of 
mile racing, 60 days of half-mile 
sport, and 96 evenings of harness 
action, absorb still more pari-mu¬ 
tuel racing?" Hickey asked readers 
accustomed to an early March to 
mid-December racing season. 

■ Two imports entered Mary¬ 
land's borders: ^Prince Cortauld, 
Australia's first representative in 
Laurel's International, arrived at 
Danny Shea's Merryland Farm to 
start training for the classic turf 
race and ’^Fairforall, a stakes win¬ 
ner in England, joined the stallion 
ranks at Glade Valley Farm. 

■ In recalling the passage of the 
dog days of August, editor Raleigh 
Burroughs related: "Checking over 
my notes, I discover that my month 
seems to have begun on August 6.1 
do not know what happened to the 
other five days." Burroughs did, 
however, remember that he had 
gone to Saratoga in August. 


■ Timonium began celebrating its 
75th anniversary with a press-ra¬ 
dio party that "topped all such 
shindigs in Maryland," according 
to columnist William Boniface. 
During the festivities Bill's wife 
Mary, mounted on a stick horse, 
won the prevue running of the Dia¬ 
mond Jubilee Handicap on the roll 
of the dice. The real running of the 
Diamond Jubilee, scheduled al¬ 
most a month later, featured the 
first $5,000 purse in the history of a 
Maryland minor track. 

■ Marlboro was also making the 
history books in 1956 with the run¬ 
ning of the first stakes race—the 
Marlboro Nursery—at a Maryland 
half-mile track. The race, which 
was to be run in October, had re¬ 
ceived 81 nominations by its Sep¬ 
tember closing date. 

■ After 35 years as a steward at 

Timonium, George Brown Jr., a 
former steeplechase rider who won 
the Maryland Hunt Cup in 1900 
(Tom Brown) and 1916 (Bourgeois), 
decided to step down prior to the 
1956 season. "I gave up my posi¬ 
tion in the stewards' stand because 
of a recent setback in health," Mr. 
Brown explained. "But I expect to 
return next season." □

O n most weekends of the year, even though top Thoroughbred stakes races are 
offered across the country, television broadcasts of horse racing are non-existent and 
local coverage of these events in newspapers or by evening sportscasters—even in such 
strong racing areas as Maryland—is minimal. Most Americans without access to cable 
, networks never hear or read anything about racing except for the Triple Crown and the 
Breeders' Cup.
